Dear Mr. Griffey: 

This responds to your request for information pertaining to the “Communist Party of the 
Philippines” which was referred to this office by the Federal Bureau of Investigation along with 
documents for processing and direct response to you. Our review of the referred documents 
reveals they contain personal identifiers (such as names) of third parties, the release of which 
would constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Accordingly, we must partially 
deny your request and withhold this information pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) provisions 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) and (b)(7)(C). All releasable information is provided to 
you at enclosure (1). 

As the official responsible for the partial denial of your request, I am advising you of your right 
to appeal this determination. Your appeal must be postmarked within 60 calendar days from the 
datd of this letter and should be addressed to the Secretary of the Navy’s designee: Office of the 
Judge Advocate General, (Code 14), 1322 Patterson Avenue, S.E., Suite 3000, Washington Navy 
Yard, D.C. 20374-5066. The envelope and letter should bear the annotation “FOIA Appeal.” 
Please include a copy of your original request with your appeal letter.

While;I was at the PMA, in February, 1971, I was interrogated by the IS AF. people. When

weeks and contacted ray brother, 'jMHl^who instruct ed me'to return to the PMA so that 
I could obtain all of the specialized training that‘'HPHRiad taken.'This was so that 
I could better help the NPA when I later defected because of the increased propoganda 
effect. A Major in the Phil. 'Ai? Fotce, a member of the PMA staff, called me in ahd 
said that he was with G-2, intelligence; He and two other staff members interrogated me 
for 5 hours. They had learned of ray original intent to defect. I was able to see their 
point of view and the lost cause, that the NPA was pursuing. They asked me to infiltrate 
the NPA through ny brolher,^(j^||jpPand I agreed.

The only per sow X knew who yss with them from our group 
was a nam named WHRKtt who worked in our Electronibs department. 

After February 1975 the authorities conducted a serie3 of raids and most of the NPA members 
in the Manila area went ihto deep underground, or hiding. All communicat ions with highe r 
members of the NPA were cut qff. It was about that time that I approach^ and 

asked him if I could stop what I v&s doing and continue my education. I had also taken the 
testa fdr Ahtry into the U.S* Navy* He agreed that I couldi but asked that I keep my connec¬ 
tions with ay brother^ I Returned to by family and in April 1975 I weu^^^j the U,S. Navy.
